In reply to the Restriction Requirement dated March 20, 2003, 
the following remarks are respectfully submitted in connection with 
the above-identified application. 

REMARKS 

The claims of the present application have been subjected to a 
Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S. C. § 121 as follows: 

Group I -- claims 1-8 directed to a radial tire having carcass 
cord; and 

Group II claims 9-11 directed to the carcass cord of the 

tire of the claims of Group I. 

In addition to the above-noted Restriction Requirement, 
applicants have also been required to elect a single disclosed 
species from the core embodiments of one filament bundle (Figure 7) 
or two to four filaments bundles (Figure 2) . 
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Traversal of Restriction and Election Requirement 

The above-noted Restriction and Election Requirements are 
respectfully traversed. Regarding the Restriction Requirement, it 
is submitted that the search and examination for the claims of each 
of Group I and Group II substantially overlaps such that no serious 
burden is placed on the Examiner to examine all of the subject 
matter of all of the claims present in this application. Further, 
note that the election below is to the claims of Group I, such that 
the search and examination issues for the claims of Group I appear 
to encompass those of the claims of Group II. 

Regarding the Election Requirement, it is submitted that the 
search and examination issues for each of the embodiments of Figure 
7 and Figure 2 also substantially overlap such that no serious 
burden is placed on the Examiner to examine all of the subject 
matter of the claims of the present application. It is further 
submitted that the provisional election of the embodiment of Figure 
2 note below, if the claims encompassing this embodiment are found 
to be allowable, should require the Examiner to expand the search 
and examination to a reasonable number of species including the 
embodiment of Figure 7 . 

In view of the above, it is requested that both the 
Restriction and Election Requirement be withdrawn. 
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Response to Restriction Requirement 



Applicants hereby elect the claims of Group I, i.e. claims 1- 
8, with traverse. 



Applicants provisionally elect as a single disclosed species 
the embodiment of Figure 2, i.e. wherein the core has two to four 
filament bundles. This provisional election is made with traverse.
